HE  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal,  in  1915,  is  dis- 
tinctly a Pacific  Ocean  event.  It  joins  the  Pacific  with 
the  Atlantic,  and  opens  the  Pacific  to  the  commerce 
of  the  world.  San  Francisco,  the  largest  American 
port  on  the  Pacific,  with  its  superb  harbor  and  its  grow- 
ing Oriental  trade,  is  naturally  the  one  fitting  point  where  a great 
international  celebration  of  this  world  event — the  canal’s  comple- 
tion— should  be  held.  ^ In  San  Francisco’s  harbor  the  fleets  of  all 
nations  may  assemble,  and  merchant  ships  carry  exhibits  direct 
from  their  home  ports.  The  people  going  to  the  Exposition  by 
steamer  from  Europe  and  from  the  Atlantic  ports  will  pass  through 
the  great  canal  and  see  the  wonders  of  its  construction,  the 
canal  thus  becoming  one  of  the  chief  exhibits  of  the  celebrating 
Exposition.  ^ Since  the  fire  of  1906  San  Franciscans  have  spent 
over  $300,000,000  in  reconstruction.  It  is  to-day  the  last  word, 
architecturally,  among  the  nation’s  great  cities,  with  block  after 
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block  of  business  buildings,  hotels,  apartment  houses  and  private 
residences,  all  new,  substantial  and  artistic,  with  every  modern 
equipment.  In  the  nine  years  that  will  have  elapsed  between  the 
burning  of  the  city  and  the  date  of  the  Exposition,  the  city  will 
have  been  entirely  rebuilt  and  should  of  itself  prove  an  object  of 
peculiar  interest  to  all  who  were  thrilled  by  the  story  of  the  city^s 
destruction.  Plans  for  the  Exposition  were  begun  as  far  back 
as  1904.  In  about  two  hours  at  a mass-meeting  held  April  28, 
1910,  $4,089,000  was  subscribed  of  the  $5,000,000  capital  stock 
of  the  Exposition  Company.  By  August  1st  subscriptions  were 
close  to  $6,500,000.  By  legislative  enactment,  bond  issues  and 
subscriptions,  a total  of  $17,500,000  will  be  available  for  Expo- 
sition purposes,  Not  only  California,  with  its  natural  attrac- 
tions, but  all  the  big  wonders  of  the  West,  will  help  draw  visitors 
to  the  Exposition.  The  Yellowstone,  the  Grand  Canon  of  the 
Colorado,  the  Yosemite,  Mount  Shasta,  Lake  Tahoe,  the  Big 
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Trees,  the  Missions,  reclamation  projects,  orange  groves,  gold 
mines,  oil  fields,  orchards,  flower  farms— all  will  be  side-shows 
for  Exposition  travelers,  with  trips  possible  to  Mexico  and  its 
marvels,  to  Oregon  and  the  Columbia  River,  to  Puget  Sound,  to 

Hawaii  and  its  volcano,  to  La  Paz  and  Guaymas  and  their  pearl 
fisheries,  to  Southern  Alaska  and  its  glaciers.  ^ Every  one 
knows  California’s  winter  climate  is  unrivaled — they  should 
realize  that  the  summers  are  even  more  delightful,  with  temper- 
ature averaging  59  degrees— only  seven  degrees  higher  than  the 
winter  mean.  ^ The  hotels  of  this  city  are  second  to  none 
anywhere.  New  York  or  London  have  nothing  better  than  the 

St.  Francis,  the  Palace  and  the  Fairmont,  and  there  are  hundreds 
of  others.  There  are  ample  accommodations  here  today  for 
fully  100,000  visitors,  while  25,000  can  readily  be  taken  care  of 
in  the  cities  across  the  bay.
